justice in such a question. That we 
are fully protected cannot be claimed. 
As proof that we are better protected 
than we ever were before, we have 
to offer the assurance of the ‘Food 
Controller that the profits of the 
packers ° will be limited to two per 
cent. Any profits in: excess of this 
will be commandeered by the Gov- 
ernment and applied to discharge the 
public debt. Also, the Food Controll- 
er of the United States has. assured 
the-swine growers of that country 
that he will do his utmost to keep 
hog prices above fifteen cents per 
pound. As the American market is 
open to Canadian swine growers, the 
producers of this country have this 
socurity in addition to what is offered 
by the Dominion.. This is at least a 
long step in advance of anything that 
has ever been guaranteed to the far- 
mers in the past. 

It is often contended that the pack- 
ers are guaranteed a profit, while the 
farmers are not. 
The. packers are limited to two per 
c&nt, the profits of the farmers are 
not limited ‘at all.

Johnston, Canadians, has died from 
wounds received in action .on 10th 
November. Lance; -Corporal Johnston 
is a son of Parish Councillor T. John- 
ston, and previous to emigrating to 
Canada six years ago ‘was ;a_ well- 
known ‘figure: in local circles. Lance- 
Corporal Johnston joined up “early in 
the war, and came over to England 
in April, 1916, going overseas in May 
last. He had the rank of Coy.-Serst. 
Major previous. to sailing, but on be- 
ing posted to another battalion had 
to give in his stripes. In the short 
period with his new battalion he had 
alrdidy gained promotion. Lance- 
Corp. Johnston previous to sailing for 
Canada, was of the staff of Messrs. D. 
Colville and Sons. ‘He was a young 
man of sterling qualities, and his in- 
terests were manifold. A keen bow- 
ler, he was a director of the Mother- 
well bowling club, and a player of no 
mean order. Musically he was a fine 
baritone singer, and gave his services 
freely for every deserving object. He 
was an outstanding- member of Bran- 

don Street U.F. Church Choir. It was 
through his Boys’ Brigade connection 
that he was best known. As the first 
captain-of No. 6 Motherwell Coy., he 
accomplished splendid work, and for 
many years acted with conspicuous 
ability as C.O. of the Motherwell bat- 
talion. In Canada-he held the posit- 
ion as secretary and treasurer to the 
firm of Messrs. W. B. Lord (Ltd.), at 
Red Deer, Alberta. Lance-Corp. John- 
ston has other two brothers serving in 
France—Gunner Andrew Johnston, 
R.F.A., and Lance-Corp. Tom John- 
ston, Gortcns. Mr. James Johnston, 
Parish Registrar, is a brother of .the 
fallen soldier, whose early death is 
deeply deplored by a wide circle of 
friends in Motherwell” :

Londen, December 31.—The Man-

tio nof the British Government, when, 
the Austro-German terms of peace are 
presented officially, to return a se- 
rious and reasoned reply. Premier 
Lloyd George \has arranged to visit 
France, according to the newspaper, 
to confer with Premier Clemenceau 
on this subject. 

The Austro-German peace term’ re- 
ferred to are those presented by the 
representatives of the Central powers 
at th negotiations with the" Russians 
at Brest-Ltovsk. Thesé negotiations 
were interrupted for ten days to give 
the Entente Allies opportunity to say 
whether they would join in the con- 
ference. The principal points in the 
Austro-German outline of peace terms 
was acceptance of the Russian form- 
ula of no annexation or indémnities.

Edmonton, ‘December 29:—Accord- 
ing to an official statement from the 


returning officer H. B. Speer, in West 
Edmonton, and also from the. official: : 
agent of Gen. Griesbach, —Unionist, 
ther are still 20 polls to hear. from. 
With the count to date Mr. Speer de- . 
clares Griesbach is leading Oliver by 
141. The Bulletin, Oliver’s paper, 
claims the Laurier candidate is lead- 
ing Griesbach by 109, with seven polls 
to hear from. A comparison of the 
vote by the Journal gives Griesbach 
6,566. and Oliver 6,467. Allowing for - 
the remaining polls which Oliver 
claims to have secured official reports » 
on, it leaves Griesbach 6,640 and 
Oliver 6,643, a majority of three for 
Oliver on his own figures to date.

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home 
stead.

PURPOSE COW IN 


(Experimental Farms Note). © 
The dairy type and the beef _type 
of cow’ each occupy:a place in which 


itis supreme. The dairyman, whose 
main business is the production of 
milk, and is so situated that that busi- 
ness is the most profitable he can en- 
gage in, wants a cow that will produce 
J the! largest amount of milk at the 
least cost. Her beef-producing qual- 
ities and the value of her calf he can 


afford to ignore.. The beef-producing 
rancher is the opposite; with him, the 
production of meat is the only purpose 
for: which cattle are kept. If a cow 
has enough milk to give her calf a 
good start, that fs all that is required 
of her. Any additional milk produc- 
ing ability is-a source of danger to the 
health of the cow, and is not wanted. 

Between these two extremes come 
most of the farmers of Western Can- 
ada. They have not the situation, 
facilities, nor inclination to be dairy- 
men.. They have no longer the open 
range: for cheap beef production, and 
want more than-a calf a year as the 
product of a cow. In other words, 
they want both milk and beef from 
their cattle. On most of these farms, 
the production of grain crop is the 
main feature of the farm. The sale 
of: wheat is the chief source of rev- 
enue, but, as an important sideline, 
cattle are kept to utilize waste pro- 
ducts, to-supply the farm table with 
milk and buter, and to increase the 
revenue by the sale of steers.- The 
Ideal cow for these requirements is a 
cow of dual purpose type and breed- 
ing. Such a cow need not be able to 
beat the dairy cow at dairying nor 
the beef cow at beef production in 
order to be most suitable for her job. 
She must be reasonably good at both 
milk and beef production, able to pro- 
duce either economically, and to live

They voted for the Canadian 
army and the enslaved populations of 
Belgium, Serbia, Poland, and Northern 
France. They joined with Ontario 
against a Quebec gravely misled by 
Laurier, Bourassa and a host of dis- 
loyal demagogues. In making Union 
Government possible they more than 
earned that large share in the Admin- 
istration extended to them by Sir 
Robert Borden.—Toronto News. 


RUSSIA’S TERRIBLE OUTLOOK. 


The real Russia is patriotic. It 
longs for the return of law and order. 
It watches with bewilderment the 
present frenzy of the towns. Before 
long it will assert itself and will find 
or fashion the weapons for enforcing 
its will. Not all the army by any 
means has been ruined by the Soviet. 
The artillery, the Cossacks, and the 
cavalry have remained loyal to their 
country and to their officers and to 
their traditions throughout. A terri- 
ble winter of privation and tumult and 
suffering lies ahead of Russia, but the 
agony will be shortlived in proportion 
to its intensity. The forces that make 
for reason and national health are 
gathering strength and the very vici- 
ousness of the new government will 
tend to work its own cure.——London 
Daily Mail.

THE: ASTONISHING ‘CASE OF” M. 


| (ARTA FARM LOAN 


> CAILLAUX, © 


‘If you look up the files of a daily 
paper for the latter part of July, 1914, 
you will find that alongside the first 
rumors of impending war were dis- 
patches: dealing with the acquittal in 
Paris of Madame Caillaux, charged 
with the murder of M. Calmette, edi- 
tor of the -Paris’ Figaro. 

The reports of. her trial had been 
the principal item of foreign news for 
a week previous, There were editor- 
ial comments, the writers reaching 
the conclusion that conditions in 
France must be very bad when a 
woman could kill a man as Madame 
Caillaux had.done and escape pun- 
ishment. : ; 

The case undoubtedly revealed 
great weakness, and that weakness 
has persisted to a certain extent all 
through he wonderful - war effort 
which France .has made during. the 
last three and a half years. 

Caillaux, who had been premier 
some time before, was denounced 
by the Figaro as the enemy of. his 
country and accused of having treas- 
onable relations with German agents. 
It was to avenge and silence these 
attacks that the madame took the ) Step 
that she did. 

When the war broke out, Caillaux 
was forced into obscurity. He left 
the country for a while. But a few 
months ago he reappeared and began 
once again to take a part in public 
affairs. This was just before the char- 
ges of treason were brought home to 
Bolo Pasha; Almereyda, the editor of 
Bonnet Rouge, and others. 

It was more than suspected that 
these men were but the underlings 
in a movement of which the director 
in the background was Caillaux. There 
was a widespread demandfor more 
active measures against him and his 
associates. Their failure to make 
these thorough enough was responsi- 
ble for the fall of the last two prem- 
fers. 

When it devolved on the President 
to find a man to take over the prem- 
fership a few weeks ago, he selected 
M. Clemenccau. President Poincare’s 
choice was a notable one, for the 
reason that he and Clemenceau had 
been the most bitter enemies all their 
political lives. But it was felt that 
the seventy-six year old ex-premier 
and veteran journalist, whose resolute 
fearlessness was his distinguishing 
characteristic, earning him the title 
of “The Tiger,” was the man to root 
out what Lloyd-George called ‘“Bolo- 
ism.” ~ 

Clemenceau was no sooner in office 
than he began to prepare for the pros- 
ecution, of Caillaux.. Tne latter was 
a member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties and as such was immune from 
such proceedings. But Clemenceau 
declared that this immunity should be 
suspended.. So strongly did he put the 
case, and such was the force of public 
sentiment behind him that on Satur- 
day last-the chamber, by a vote of 417 
to 2, decreed that Caillaux must stand 
his trial. 

This will now be proceeded with, 
and there is nothing outside the act- 
ual fighting zones better worth pay- 
ing close heed to. 
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MYSTERIOUS SHIP 
LANDS:CARGO ON . 
BRAZILIAN GOAST 


Buenos Ayres, Dec. 27.—Brazilian 
papers received here today are filled 
with accounts of the movements of a 
German vessel off the coast a few 
weeks ago. The newspapers assert 
that the mysterious vessel was ident- 
ified as a German, and that it un- 
loaded an immense carge of heavy 
cases at Armacao with additional 
cargo, which, the newspaper accounts 
Say, it is believed she received from 
a larger ship out of sight ofland. From 
Armacao the vessel proceeded 
Caloura, where another portion of the 
cargo was unloaded. These ports are 
not guarded, and it is asserted that 
the cargoes landed were mysteriously 
smuggled away. Later the “German 
vessel was sighted close to the shore 
at San Pedro de Aldera, where two 
persons are now under arrest. They 
are charged with being spies. 

The newspapers say the steamer 
disappeared as mysteriously as she 
came, and that Brazilians believe she 
brought supplies for a submarine base.

GOVERNMENT “ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The government has‘made the fol- 
lowing official ‘statement: 

“War conditions and unforseen de- 
velopments.. incident ‘thereto have 
prompted the provincial government 


to make ‘a statement of the situation 


with respect to a operation of the 
Farm Loan Act. ‘ 

“The act was passed in April last 
and the matter of bringing it into 
operation has been constantly before 
the government. -It will be remem- 
bered that up to that time the United 
States had not entered the war and 
that the American market was then 
open to the world for borrowing pur- 
poses. As soon, however, as the Uni- 
ted States joined the allies, her mar- 
kets were closed to outside: borrowers 
with the result that our source of sup- 
ply—one from which. in recent years 
a substantial. portion of our, borrow: 
ings had been received—was cut off. 
There remained -only the Canadian 
market and it is hardly necessary to 
add that the large“requirements of 
the Dominion government for war pur- 
poses preclude our borrowing in that 
quarter at a rate low enough to make 
the plan a success. 

“The main principle of the Farm 
Loan act involves the. borrowing and 
‘he reloaning of money with a percent- 
age added to cover administration 
charges, and it will be seen that to 
insure effective resulis a continuous 
supply of money at,a reasonable rate 
of interest is essential: The govern- 
ment has, therefore, determined that 
in the interests of the farmers them- 
selves the present is not an opportune 
time to commence the loaning of mon- 
ey under the Farm Loan act, and it 
has been decided to postpone its oper- 
ation until conditions - become more 
normal.” 


HISTORY OF THE ACT. 


The Farm Loan. act was passed at 
the last session of the legislature,-and 
largely through pressure from the Uni- 
ted Farmers of Alberta, It was hoped 
at that time that money might be 
borrowed at'5 per cent. and loaned to 
the farmers at 6 per cent. or less. 
Provision was made in the ‘act that 
money might be Ioaned to the farmers 
for additional production and improve- 
ment. 

Clause 19 of the act provided as fol- 
lows: “It shall be lawful for the board 
to lend money secured by duly regis- 
tered first mortgages on farm landa 
inthe province free from all prior en- 
cumbrances. Every such mortgage 
shall be for a period of thirty years, 
and shall contain a covenant on the 
part of the mortgugor providing for 
the payment of a fixed number of an- 
nual instalments sufficient to pay the 
interest and such amount for applica- 
tion on the principal as will extinguish 
the debt within the agreed period of 
30 years. F 

“No loan shall be granted for ah 
amount exceeding 40 per cent of the 
appraised value of the land offered 
as security for the loan. Not more 
than $5,000 shall be loaned to any one 
person.”

HOG PRODUCTION 
IN ALBERTA 


——es 


Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister of 
Agriculture, announces his plan for 
Increasing the hog production in Al- 
berta, at the request of the Food Con- 
trdller, as follows: 

Arrangements are being made by the 
Provincial Department for the pur- 
chase of some five or six hundred 
breeding sows. These ure to be col- 
lected at Calgary and Edmonton to 
be resold to farmers at cost. A large 
number of these sows no doubt will be 
bought at the packing plants where 
they have heen shipped for slaughter, 
and in that way they will be rescued 
to be used for breeding purposes. 

The Agricultural societies through- 
out the Province have been requested 
by the Minister of Agriculture, to or- 
ganize their districts, and make a 
thorough canvass of farmers, with an 
effort to induce them to put in two or 
three extra breeding sows, either to be 
purchased in the locality or to be 
bought from the Department. 

The purchase and distribution of the 
breeding sows will be in charge of W. 
I", Stevens, the Livestock Commission- 
er, and all parties wishing to purchase 
these sows will communicate with Mr. 
Stevens, at his office, Parliament 
Buildings, Edmonton. 

Arrangements are being made also 
for doubling the number of breeding 
sows on all the Demonstration Farms. 
The Live Stock Commissioner is also 
holding a number of meetings through- 
out the Province with a view to stim- 
ulating the increased production of 
hogs, and in this work he is being 
assisted by President Wood, of the U. 
F.A.,, Dean Howes, of the College of 
Agriculture, and some members of 
the Department. 

Farmers are being urged to take 
this matter up as a War measure with- 
out any regard to profits, and are urg- 
ed to do it as a public necessity, re- 
gardless of the cost of grain. The ap- 
peal and the canvass will be made in 
a systematic manner and it is expected 
it will meet with very General response. 
Any farmer is at liberty to purchase 
sows that they may want direct from 
the Department without relation to his 
Agricultural society, but if a number of 
farmers can unite through the Agric- 
ultural society or through the local 
union of the U.F.A., better shipping 
arrangements can be made and _ the 
cost somewhat lessened, but this ap- 
peal is being made generally through- 
out all the newspapers in the Province 
of Alberta, for the farmers to assist in 
the production of fats which is an ab- 
solute essential to the winning of the 
war,

A higher pillow aims at securing 
sleep. It is the opposite action to 
that used in first aid for infants. But 
a built-up pillow often helps sleep in 
other ways, as by making respiration 
easier for folks with bronchial or lung 
or heart defects( the ribs have more 
freedom to move so) or by facilitating 
the movements of gases in the fiatu- 
lent. Wind or flatulence is a great 
cause of sleeplessness. It may pre- 
vent one falling asleep for hours, and 
it tends to make sleep snatchy and 
unrefreshing. The comfort of the 
alimentary canal is thus important. 
A heavy meal within four or five hours 
of bed time is a mistake, and an in- 
digestible article eaten before sleep 
may cause disturbing dreams or act- 
ual nightmare. Folks differ in their 
capacity for reconciling sleep and di- 
gestion, and there are many to whom 
a light meal or a warm drink of milk 
or gruel just before lying down will 
act as a hypnotic and secure speedy 
slumber, sound and refreshing.

PLANNED TO WRECK

FEDERAL OFFICERS ARREST ON 
A PRESIDENTIAL WARRANT 
FRANZ SCHULENBERG, AL- 

LEGED TO BE GERMAN 
SPY. 


San Francisco, Dec. 24.—Federal 
officials announced tonight the arrest 
on a presidential warrant of Franz 
Schulenberg, alleged to be one of the 
cleverest and most dangerous German 
spies operating on the Pacific coast. 
According to army officers, he planned 
to destroy government docks and ship- 
ping in most of the big coast ports. 


GOT DYNAMITE ON TRESTLE. 


Military authorities said Schulen- 
berg, under instructions from Lieut. 
Wilhelm von Brincken, formerly mili- 
tary attache at the local German con- 
sulate, purchased a ton of dynamite 
in Seattle at about the time of the 
explosion of a barge loaded with mun- 
itions in Puget Sound. 

There, is evidence, it was stated, of 
close association between Schulenberg 
and Franz von Papen, former head of 
the German secret service in the Uni- 
ted States, and with Ram _ Chandra, 
who is on trial in the federal court 
on a charge of violating the neutrality 
of the United States. 


NEAR CANADIAN BORDER. 


Information in the hands of military 
authorities is said to cover alleged 
unneutral acts of Schulenberg, who 
reported to von Brincker at German 
consulate in San Francisco and vol- 
unteered for service of any kind. He 
was sent to see Ram Chandra and was 
furnished with money to go to Seattle. 

‘Schulenberg was instructed to re- 
port to the German consul in Seattle 
and draw enough money to buy one 
ton of dynamite, fifty Maxim silencers 
and fifty high powered rifles, with 
ample ammunition. He was-told to 
take his supplies to Sumas, Wash., 
near the Canadian border.

A few people got 
drowned, as many more were injured, 
boats and oars were smashed—it was 
an indescribable scene of confusion 
without the smallest reason,unless it 
was that the Kaiser did not fancy the 
odor of his subjects so close under his 
nostrils. That was a little holiday 
strafen. A spirit of that kind cannot 
fail to influence a people. Small 
wonder if Germans are brutal and 
bullies. They are so at the wish of 
their Emperor. His object is the en- 
forcement of blind discipline for mili- 
ary. In the army the brutality is ter- 
rible. I have seen sergeants strike 
men savagely across the shins with 
the scabbards of their swords, punch 
them on the face, and kick them at 
drill like dogs. No doubt that was the 
reason why officers and _ sergeants 
went behind their men in the early 
days of the war—they knew they 
would be shot hy their own, and many 
unquestionably were. 


RANCOR, ALSO. 


The latest returis in the Victory 
Loan campaign show a total of 782,714 
subscribers, or one subscriber for 
every ten people in Canada. This 
establishes a new record with respect 
to the proportion of the population: of 
a country subscribing to its War 
Loans. The previous record was held 


of every twenty-three subscribed to 
the last War Loan. In the Liberty 
Loan campaign in the United States 
bonds were-sola to one person out of 
every twenty-seven of the population. 


In many cities, towns and districts 
in Canada, the proportion of the popu- 
(ation buying. Victory Bonds was even 
higher than one in ten. In'a number 
of cases it was 4s high’as one in four. 


The achievement in connection with 
Canada’s Victory Loan, while primar- 
ily due to the splendid spirit of patri- 
otism that pervades the country, is 
unother evidence of what may be ac- 
complished through press advertising 
backed by an adequate selling organ- 
ization. 


Prior to the Victory Loan campaign 
there were comparatively few bond 
buyers in Canada. The third Can- 
adian War Loan of last Spring, which 
was the most widely distributed bond 
issue in Canada up fo that time, had 
only 41,000 subscribers. «he Finance 
Minister deemed it essential that 
many times that number should sub- 
scribe to the Victory Loan. He as- 
signed to the press the task of edu- 
cating with respect ‘to the Loan the 
great masses of the people who were 
not bond buyers, and in most cases 
had-only a very vague :idea .of the 
meaning of the term “bond” as ap- 
plied to the securities. 

For several weeks. before the sale 
of Victory Bonds commenced Cana- 
da’s need for money to carry on the 
war and to maintain her agricultural 
and industrial prosperity was present- 
ed to the people of Canada in display 
advertisements in the press. Empha- 
sis was placed in these advertisements 
on the privilege and duty of every 
Canadian to assist in the war financ- 
ing of his or her country, and upon 
the fact that if Canada’s financial 
needs were to be met the great mas- 
ses of the people would have td buy 
Victory Bonds. The meaning of a 
“bond” and the security behind Can- 
ada’s Victory Bonds were explained 
in simple, every-day language. Simi- 
lar educational work .was done yolun- 
tarily by almost all newspapers and 
other publications through their news 
and editorial columns. 

By November 12th, when the sale 
of Victory Bonds commenced, the 
people had been educated’ very 
largely to the need for the money, the 
security behind the Loan, and_ the 
reasons why every person who could 
possibly do so should buy one or more 
Bonds. The preparatory educational 
work in the press was followed up 
by personal solicitation by a most effi- 
cient Dominion wide organization of 
personal worlers. Concurrently with 
that persoiel solicitation there ap- 
pedred in the press a seri2s of “sel- 
ling” advesusements emphasizing the 
immediate privilege and duty of every 
Canadian tu ny Victory Bonds, and 
Many edites:als and news articles 
twlong the sinc line were published 
in every newspaper. 

The vress Lublicity created an at- 
mosphere and a knowledge of the 
situation that in addition to securing 
large numbers of subscribers without 
personal solicitation.made it possible 
for the personal workers to do their 
Work quickly and effectively and with 
Infinitely greater results than could 
have been obtained without the edu- 
cational, inspirational and selling ad- 
vertisements in the press. 

At the concluson of the campaign 
Sir Thomas White, in a telegram to 
J. H. Woods, President of Canadian 
Press Association, Inc., expressed his 
sincere thanks for the fine spirit and 
splendid energy shown by the press 
and his opinion that the press had 
every reason to congratulate itself 


The Germans have another favorite 
word—Groll, which means_ rancor. 
There is a lot of groll in Germany, 
the result of strafen, and in their 
armies there must be thousands and 
thousands of men who would rather 
slay their own regimenta! officers than 
the enemy and have found the means 
to satisfy their rancor. 

When recently a Berlin newspaper 
complained of men offering their seats 
to women in railway and public places 
it meant this admonition to be taken 
quite seriously as an educational pre- 
cept. The idea is virility. To sacri- 
fice all for virility, by which Germans 
mean the ruthless military spirit— 
that is the German spirit of kultur, 
which means an attitude to life. And 
this is what the Kaiser has made of 
his people, and this spirit is what we 
are fighting and what we in turn must 
now beat down into submission or 
ourselves be strafed into humility. — 
The English Review.

INCREASE IN RAILWAY RATES

An important judgment handed 
down Wednesday by the board of rail- 
way commissioners provides for. a 15 
per cent increase in passenger rates in

London, Dec. 27.—Seven thousand 
decorations have been conferred to 
date on members of the Canadian 
expeditionary force for valor in the 
field, and for outstanding war service. 
Seven officers and twelve men have 
gained the coveted Victoria Cross; 
306 officers have received the D.S.O; 
six have gained the bar to the D.S.0O; 
and 105 Canadian nurses have receiv- 
ed the Royal Red Cross; There have 
been one K.C.B. and 16 C.B.’s and 
three K.M.C.G.’s bestowed on Canad- 
fans. One thousand and ten officers 
and 26 of other ranks have been de- 
corated with the military cross. 

One hundred and eighty-eight med- 
als have been awarded-to Canadians 
—64 to officers and 128 to men. Men 
in the ranks have. been awarded with 
676 Distinguished Conduct Medals, 
and six received bars to the D.C.M. 
Four thousand three 
twenty-four have received the Mili- 
tary Medal, 125 have received bars to 
the Military Medal, and three have 
received the second bar. Sixty-three 
have earned the Meritorious Service 
Medal.
